Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takeshima et al.'672. 

Takeshima et al.'672 teach all the elements of the current invention including an 
apparatus having a yoke with plates for guiding magnetic fluxes through a closed loop wherein 
superconducting coils are surrounded by iron in order to reduce the leakage of magnetic fields 
(col 14, lines 55-67, col's 15-16 and also see col 26, lines 66-67 and col 27, lines 1-15). 

Takeshima et al'672 provide the teaching that magnetic shields can be divided into a 
number of parts as an easier way to carry and assemble (see col 6, lines 13-30), 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time that the invention was 
made to have modified Takeshima et al/672 so that the plates have a plurality of parts or 
segments as an easier way to carry and assemble, as is well known to do with magnetic shields. 
In other words, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time that the invention 
was made to have made the plates out of a plurality of segments for easier assembly as is known 
to do with magnetic shields.
